want has had an injurious effect on our reputation and even on our local 
business cannot he doubted. 
If this city had a system of street lighting 


that would make our streets and store fronts attractive in the evening 
juopio t.'onld .shop ill such times in greater numbers, and many from 
outlying districts would find the business centres more enjoyable. Visitors 
would carry away a far better impression than now, and gradually the 
trly would reap the benefit of good advertising. 


•If, an' ornamental and uniform system can be substituted for the 


piesent arrangement without ft prohibitive expenditure, let us have it by 
nil means.. The movement for better lighting in Ibis section of the 
country is becoming general. 
For years past visitors from (he western 


states ; have mentioned our faulty municipal lighting as being one of lh<< 
thief differences between the cities of their section and the fill?:; of New 
Fngland, but this reproach is passing. 
One of the cities to adopt a 


''white way" Idea 'most' recently ' is Bridgeport, Conn.,, where a few days 
itgo!Mayor Wilson' fhrewon'ihe switch of a new system during a parade 
in which' 2500 'people- took pirrf'anrid general rejoicing. For the \iAft three 
years Manchester, N/ II., has had a "white way", through the initiative 
and enterprise of Us merchants, who bore the expense. 
Recently these 


merchants started a movement to have the city adopt the idea, but pend- 
ing the decision of the authorities they have launched a movement ;o 
keep it in 'force even though • they must continue to hear the expense. 
This looks as though the improvement in lighting has meant an improve- 
ment in business. 
The adoption of an -adequate system here would give 


the city grateful publicity,- would make our store section more attractive 
iind would afford a greater degree of comfort and security to those who 
use the streets in the evening. 
This improvement, however, should not 


be niado at the expense- of any residential section, as there is need for 
good lighting in all parts of the city. 


The movement lo abolish the bill boards or to reduce them to a 


imriimitm is also a good one. Other means of advertising have been so 
perfected -as to .make the glaring .bill hoards of .other days a cqnunon 
ruisance and all Cities are striving to eliminate, them. 
They constitute 


in eyesore without conferring very, much benefit on their patrons. 
They 


also lend to .the. deterioration o I .property and the lowering of property 
\nlues. 
The system .of .taxation proposed locally, if found practicable, 


«nd thcviidded restrictions as to their erection, would confer a lasting 
good on the' community. 
In some progressive cities the restrictions 


governing bill boards have been mado so strict that they have been 
piaeticalhv banished entirely. 


Though in many other matters we are confronted vith a "shallow 


treasury, it is also well that the city should keep in mind the constant 
ie'ed' for supervision of public and, to some extent, of private property. 
Occasional agitations for cleaner yards, lawn and property surrounding!; 
would have a corresponding effect on the public and there is good ground 
5or similar activity in bringing about greater tidiness and cleanliness in 
tenement districts. The authorities should sec to it that vacant lots arc 
not used as dumps or refuse heaps and that all our parks and other 
public properties are kept in order.

The commission was np- 
binted by Governor Foss nearly two 
ears ago- It Is composed of-William 
!. Saywood of Boston, chalrrfian; \Vil- 
iam Stanley Parker of Boston, Chas. 
V. Killarii of Cambridge, Fred A. Mril- 
on of Nahant, and Fred T. Levy of 
Springfield. 


They have drafted a building law 
or the entire state, planned In such a 
vay that it disturbs as little as pos- 
sible existing 
conditions anywhere, 


and designed to bo practical and work- 
.ble. 
-At the snme time It Is a law not 


only applied to the whole stale, but 
so designed that uniformity 
In 
en- 


"orcement. a very desirable feature, is 
also achieved. 


The proposed law brings up to date 


existing codes, classified building and

Our officials, our civic bodies and our citi/.ons generally seem to be 


•live to (he fact that the external nppCHrnncc of the city counts for 
tnucti, ami this belief is being" manifested 
in sevcrnl agitations wliioh 


promise to have a permanent effect. 
This is to be commended, for the 


city will be judged by many in tho future, ns it has been in Itie past, 
bj its streets, its parks, its lighting system and its outward indications 
of prosperity or. the contrary. 


'With regard to an onmmenlal lighling system for the business streets, 


it may be said that the lime for argument has gimn by. 
Lowell 1ms put 


up with a, very inadequate nnd primitive system for years, a fact that 
can be substantiated by visits to cities not very far nway. 
That tliis 


nant has had an injurious effect on our reputation nnd even on our local 
business cannot be doubted. 
If fliis city hail n system of street lighting 


that would make our streets and store fronts attractive in tho evening 
people would shop at such times in greater numbers, and mnny 
outlving districts would find the business centres more enjoyable.

•nouid carry away a far better impression than now, and gradually the 
city would reap the benefit o£ good advertising. 


If an ornamental and uniform system can be substituted for the 


present arrangement without a prohibitive expenditure, let us have, it by 
all means. 
The movement for belter lighting in ibis section of the 


.country.is becoming general. 
For years past visitors from the western 


states have mentioned our faulty municipal lighting as being one of the 
chief differences between the cities of their section and the cities of Xcw 
England, but (his reproach is passing. 
One of the cities to adopt a 


''white way" idea most recently is Bridgeport, Conn., where n few days 
ligo Mayor Wilson threw on the switch of a new system (hiring a parade 
in which 2500 people took part amid general rejoicing. For the past three 
years Manchester, N. H., has had a "white way" through the initiative 
and enterprise of ifs merchants, who bore, the expense. 
Recently these 


merchants started a movement to have the city adopt the idea, but pend- 
ing the decision of the authorities they have launched a movement to 
keep it in force even though they must continue to bear the expense. 
This looks as though the improvement in lighting has meant an improve- 
ment in business. 
The adoption of an adequate system here would give 


the city grateful publicity, would make our store section more attractive 
and would afford a greater degree of comfort and security to those who 
use the streets in. the evening. 
This improvement, however, should not 


be made al tho expense of any residential section, as there is need for 
good lighting in all parts of the city. 


The movement to 'abolish the bill boards or to reduce them to a 


minimum is also a good one. Other means of advertising have, been so 
perfected as to make the glaring bill boards of other days a common 
nuisance and all cities are striving to eliminate them. 
They constitute 


an eyesore without conferring Very much benefit on their patrons. 
They 


also tend to the deterioration of property and the lowering of property 
Tables. 
The system of taxation proposed locally, if found practicable, 


and the added restrictions as to their erection, would confer a lastin 
good on the community. 
In some progressive cities the restrictions 


governing bill boards have been made so strict that they have been 
'practically banished entirely. 


Though in many other matters we are confronted ,T>-ilh a shallow 


treasury, il is also well that the city should keep in mind the constant 
,ieed for supervision of public and, to some extent, of private property. 
Occasional agitations for cleaner yards, lawn and property surroundings 
•nould have a corresponding effect on the public and there is good ground 
for similar activity in bringing about greater tidiness and cleanliness in 
tenement districts. The authorities should see to it that vacant lots are 
not used as dumps or refuse heaps and that all our parks and olhei 
public properties are kept in order. The civic spirit with regard to al 
of these things can be easily gauged by those who make frequent visits 
to surrounding cities. 


One of tb'e most important interests of all connected with the appear- 


ance of the city is street maintenance. In this, as in our street lighting 
we have been sadly deficient and the reputation of the city has suffered 
Now that the board of trade has taken the matter up in earnest and tha 
the public is aroused to the importance of prompt action, there is promisi 
of better things. In externals, at least, Lowell bids fair to correct somi 
glaring abuses.
